Item, that the Juſtices of peace, and euery 4Patoz,Syheriffe, Bapliffe.Conſtable, oꝛ other head officer, 
haue aucthoꝛitie to enter into all places aſwell within kraunchelis as els where, and the perſons offen- 
ding in any of the pꝛemiſes to take and put in pzyſon, vntyll ſuche tyme they put in ſuerties no moꝛe to 
ſuffer, occupie, oꝛ commit the layde offences. | 

Item, chat the Matoz,Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, and other head officers within euery Citie, 
Boꝛough, and Towne within this Realme, where anyſuche officers (hall foztune to be, aſwell within 
the fraunchiſes as without, ſhall make due ſearche weekely, oz at the furtheſt at all tymes hereafter 
once euery moneth, in all places where any fuche Houſes, Alleys, play oz playes ſhalbe ſuſpected to be 
had. kept, and mayntayned, And ik the ſayde Matozs,Sherittes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, and other head 
officers, within their Cities, Boꝛowes, and Townes, al well within kraunchelis as without, do not 
make due ſearche at the furtheſt onceeuery moneth, it the caſe ſo require, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ of this 
acte, and do not execute the ſame in all thinges accoꝛding to the purpoꝛt and fozce of the ſame: that then 
euery ſuch Matoz,Sheriffes, Baylitfes, Conſtable, oꝛ other head officer, to pay and fozfaite foz euery 
moneth not making fuche learche, noꝛ executing the lame. xl. s. 

Item. that no artificer oz handicrattes man of any occupation. Puſbandman, Ippzenfice, Labou⸗ 
rer.ſeruaunt of huſbandzy, Jozneyman oꝛ ſeruaunt, oꝛ Irtificer, Marriner, Fiſherman, usaterman, oꝛ 
any ſeruingman, may vſe any vnlawfull game. 

Item, that all that play at Bowles oꝛ any other vnlawfull game in the fieldes, to loſe foꝛ eucry ſuch 
1 and to be committed to pꝛylon, vnto ſuche tyme they put in luerties no moꝛe to ble 

Item, this ſtatute to be pꝛoclapmed foure times euerp pere, and the like to be done in all afſiſes and 
ſeſſtons, and to continue foꝛ euer. : :
